History 

I lives are among the oldest known 
cultivated trees in the world and 
were being grown even before writing 
was invented. Their starring role in his- 
tory was in the biblical story of Noah's 
Ark, said to have taken place 10,000BC. 
And they have been a regular showstop- 
per ever since, giving cameo and com- 
mand performances all over the world! 

Wild olives were collected by Neolithic 
peoples as early as the 8th millennium 
BC and have been found in Egyptian 
tombs from 2000BC. The symbolic 
meaning of the olive tree goes back to 
the first Olympic Games, at Olympia in 
776BC. At that time an olive branch was 
awarded to the winners of the various 
event to symbolise a truce in hostilities. 

It even features in Greek mythology... 
Zeus bestowed the city of Athens on the 
god who provided the most useful gift to 
humanity. And believe it or not the olive 
tree, created by Athena won... and water, 
created by Poseidon, came nowhere! 
The Roman poet Virgil (70-10 BCE) 



used the olive branch as a symbol of peace 
in his 12-book Epic Aeneid. Philosopher 
Pliny The Elder (AD 23-79) commented, 
"Except the vine, there is no plant which 
bears a fruit of as great importance as the 
olive." Indeed they were struck on Imperial 
Roman coins together with the head of 
Mars Pacifier (the bringer of peace)... and 
in much more recent times Van Gogh 
painted olive trees verskrik. 

Olive farms in Prince Albert 

We have four large olive farms as well as a 
number of private orchards all of which 
take part enthusiastically in the annual 
Olive Festival. 

The oldest orchard in town is the Bothma 
family' s Swartrivier Olive Farm. It is just 
5kms out of Prince Albert on the gravel 
Kruidfontein Road (turn-off at the Prince 
Albert Golf Club). Here they harvest 50 - 
80 tons of olives annually from 3000 trees. 
The Manzanilla, regarded as the bench- 
mark of green table olives, and the Mission 
olives are used for processing/bottling and 
the fast fruiting Leccino for oil. The Both- 
mas strive to produce the best quality olive 
products, to educate people in the apprecia- 
tion of olives and to encourage them to 
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incorporate olive products into their eve- 
ryday lives. Phone to make an appoint- 
ment and they will be happy to show you 
the groves, the processing and to intro- 
duce you to the finer points of olive oil in 
a tasting. 

Kredouw Farm - about 25kms from 
Prince Albert on the R407 towards 
Klaarstroom/Meiringspoort/Oudtshoorn - 
lies at the foot of the Kredouw Pass and 
is the home of Karoo Virgin Extra Virgin 
Olive Oil. The farm installed a modern 
Italian olive oil press in 2008 for cold 
pressing extra virgin olive oil. Extracted 
from a selection of five varieties of hand- 
picked Italian Olives, the oils are blended 
to achieve a unique flavour. When pro- 
ducing olive oil their objective is to make 
a distinct oil and the fruit is pressed 
within hours of being picked. The farm 
shop sells olive products in various con- 
tainers and has a viewing window of the 
press. Olive picking and pressing takes 
place from late March to the end of 
May. 

Just 22km out of town, on the same road, 
you'll find Bergwater Olives. This is 
one of three farms under the Bergwater 
label with imposing orchards of around 
2 500 olive trees. Here the bottled, olives 
are made using the firm and tasty Mis- 
sion olive, while oil is made from the 
Frantoio cultivar known for its fresh, 
grassy flavours and zesty aroma. The 
Bergwater olive groves are organic and

Wanted - a fire engine that works 

I do not know how many Prince Albert- 
ers have noticed, but sadly our big red 
fire engine, which we got before Christmas 
last year has left town ! 

Juanita Fortuin, our former Municipal 
Manager had, with Council's approval, 
entered into an agreement with the Eden 
District Municipality to hire the fire engine 
and its operator for three months from De- 
cember 2010 to the end of February 2011. 
The plan at that stage was to use this pe- 
riod to come up with a permanent solution 
for fire protection measures. The nearest 
large fire station is at Beaufort West about 
170 kms away, nearly two hours drive! 

Our Municipality reneged on the agree- 
ment by failing to pay the District for the 
lease of the vehicle. This could lead to 
litigation between the two municipalities, 
which would mean yet further costs for the 
Municipality. 

The potential fire hazard risk in the town is 
quite high - we have thatched-roof build- 
ings, old buildings, sinkhuise and open 
plots that are at risk and many residents 
cook on an open fire. Yet our merry band 
of town councillors took an uninformed 
decision, without consulting a fire preven- 
tion expert and at the end of February sent 
the fire engine and its trained operator 
away. 

When I enquired about this, Cllr Willem 
Jansen told me that the engine was costing 
R14 000 a month, which the Municipality 
could not afford. However, he pointed out 
that we had a sewage suction truck that had 
been fitted with additional piping and 
valves. Should the need arise this could be 
used to fight a fire, together with a bakkie 
mounted with a 5000 litre water tank and a 
small pump. I suggested that he organise a 
public demonstration of the converted sew- 
age truck's fire fighting ability and inform 
the residents of the procedures that had 
been implemented to ensure that the vehi- 
cle and operator were available to put out 
fires. 



I have established that the three drivers of 
the Municipal sewage trucks have not 
been given instructions regarding proce- 
dures to clean and fill the truck each eve- 
ning and over weekends. Nor have they 
been trained as fire fighters or to operate 
the vehicle as "a fire engine." 

It makes you think, does it not? The one 
hand appears not to know what the other 
hand is doing! 

In the meantime I await a public demon- 
stration of our sewage truck's fire- 
fighting capabilities with great interest.

ith the Autumn Equinox now 
well behind us the nights are rap- 
idly becoming longer than the days. We 
will reach Winter Solstice with the long- 
est night on 21 June and after this the 
days will start to lengthen again. 

In May after the departure of the Sum- 
mer constellations we will be able to 
enjoy the Autumn constellations over- 
head. They are Leo, the lion, Bootes, the 
herdsman, Corvus, the crow and Virgo, 
the virgin. For the night owls the beauti- 
ful Winter constellations of Scorpius and 
Sagittarius are visible later at night. 

As for the planets, only Saturn will be 
visible in the evening. All other large 
planets will be morning objects in May. 

Saturn is the bright yellowish "star" that 
moves closer and closer to Spica, the 
bright alpha star of Virgo. Saturn is very 
bright at the moment because its rings are 
opening up more and more and thus re- 
flect more sunlight. 

New Moon is on 3 May and Full Moon 
on the 17th but on 15 May an almost Full 



Moon will be closest to Earth and appear 
close to Spica and Saturn. 

However, the real starry splendour in the 
form of a trio of bright crosses is to be 
found in the South. Starting from East to 
West we first have the bright pointers 
(Alpha and Beta Centauri) pointing to the 
Southern Cross with the dark Coal Sack 
clearly visible. Then the elongated Dia- 
mond Cross stands out clearly and ex- 
tending its long axis will lead you to the 
large Magellanic Cloud. Next the skew 
False Cross, made up out of the bordering 
stars of Vela (the Sail) and Carina, (the 
keel of the ship) completes the trio of 
crosses. The False Cross even has false 
pointers further to the West. The whole 
area of sky forms part of the Milky Way 
and harbours many surprises when 
viewed through a pair of binoculars or 
through a telescope.

weed control is done by judicious graz- 
ing of sheep. The handpicked oil olives 
are pressed at the neighbouring Kredouw 
Farm and the table olives processed at 
Swartrivier Farm - with the finished 
product available from Bergwater Wine 
Cellar and a number of outlets in Prince 
Albert. 

Then on the outskirts of town, next to 
Olienhof Caravan Park, is the award win- 
ning Prince Albert Olives. They won a 
gold medal at the recent South African 
Olive Industry Association Extra Virgin 
Olive Oil Competition with their Karoo 
Blend. A unique merging of Frantoio, 
Coratina, Favalosa and Mission olives, it 
was judged the top "delicate" oil in the 
commercial category. They reported that 
olive oil producers in other parts of the 
Western Cape believed that making deli- 
cate oil in the Great Karoo was impossi- 
ble because of the harsh climate but that 
they believed otherwise!

"Don't worry, the chances of Falcon [Oil 
& Gas] doing any exploration before the 
end of the year are pretty slim," oozed 
the representative from SRK, a mining 
and water consultancy. Small consolation 
for Gay van Hasselt, whose farm 
Blaauwkrantz, 30km north of Prince Al- 
bert on the Kruidfontein Road, is under 
threat. 

The farm borders land owned by our 
neighbours Neil Rossouw, Johan Fourie, 
Fred Badenhorst, Morne Bothma, Joseph 
Steyn and Ewan Augustyn. 133 Farms 
are targeted for seismic testing in the 
Prince Albert District alone, part of the 
30 000 square kilometre Falcon Block, 
which extends across three provinces. 

Falcon, like Shell and three other oil and 
gas companies, is hoping to extract natu- 
ral gas from Karoo shale using the con- 
troversial hydraulic fracturing method, or 
'tracking'. 



Falcon Targets Prince Albert 

Gay and all of those attending a screening 
of Gasland, the Oscar-nominated docu- 
mentary about tracking in America at the 
Jans Rautenbach Schouwburg received a 
sobering crash course on the mechanics 
and possible effects of tracking on the 
health of people, livestock, wild animals, 
birds and pets, as well as the land, air and ' 
water near the gas companies' operations. 

The periods for public comment on Fal- > 
con's and now Shell's environmental man- 
agement plan have come and gone. Falcon 
will know by the 5 May if it can proceed 
with its exploration and Minister of Min- 
eral Resources Susan Shabangu is due to 
decide in August whether to allow Shell < 
exploration rights for the 90 000 square 
kilometre area near Beaufort West. Among 
hundreds of submissions, the regulators 
must consider: 

• A group of South African and foreign 
scientists calling on President Zuma to 
halt the process; 

• Treasure the Karoo Action Group re- 



questing a moratorium, pending stud- 
ies into water supply and quality, 
alternative land uses, and the decision 
on South Africa's bid to host the 
Square Kilometre Array telescope, 
which would be jeopardised by track- 
ing activities; 

• Agri SA seeking an urgent interdict 
in the High Court if a moratorium is 
not imposed; 

• The Centre for Environmental Rights 
asking for an extension to the com- 
ment period so it might convene 
workshops around the Karoo aimed 
at the disadvantaged and vulnerable 
communities; 

• Swimmer Lewis Pugh giving an im- 
passioned speech, suggesting that 
tracking the Karoo would be uncon- 
stitutional. 

While it's too late for public comment on 
Falcon's plans for Gay's farm and our 
region, Derek Light, an attorney repre- 
senting Karoo farmers, has filed an ob- 
jection to Falcon's application with the

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regulator. If Falcon's exploration per- 
mit is granted, Light has established 
grounds for an appeal. 

Anyone registered as an Interested/ 
Affected person - whether you are a 
landowner, a farm worker, a tour opera- 
tor, or a business person can file an ob- 
jection with the attorney Derek Light. It 
is even more important that more local 
landowners and farmers retain Mr Light 
to represent them in any legal challenges 
he raises. The cost to do so should not 
exceed R500 since Agri SA has commit- 
ted to subsidise the fee. 

For those born in or drawn to the magi- 
cal, unsullied Karoo it is difficult to 
imagine hundreds of drill sites with their 
noise, pollution and lights; thousands of 
trucks carrying equipment, chemicals 
and water through our towns; or our pris- 
tine Karoo air and water contributing to 
cancer, Parkinson's, Alzheimer's, diabe- 
tes, asthma, learning disorders and endo- 
crine disrupting effects. And for those 
buoyed by the promise of jobs, alas 
Shell's spokesperson confirmed: "Job 
opportunities would be very limited as 
the majority of jobs would be specialist 
skills provided by the drilling companies 
we would contract. The few unskilled 
jobs available would be, for example, to 
clear the vegetation for the exploration 
sites." 

Very little is known with any certainty 
about tracking. Parts of the US, Canada 
and France have imposed a moratorium 
on the activity until such time as their 
respective environmental authorities of- 
fer a definitive assessment of the risks. 

Johann Rupert, one of the many land- 
owners objecting to the process in the 
Karoo summed it up: "We are not 
against responsible exploration or extrac- 
tion; we are against Russian roulette."

The Reserve is small -just 120 ha - land 
enough to feed only 20 sheep in a good 
year. The climate is semi-desert. Rainfall 
averages about 150 mm/year and plant 
cover is sparse, grey and less than half a 
metre high. Soils are so shallow that 
Ecca mudstone is exposed over much of 
the area. The Dorps River, the river from 
which the village of Prince Albert draws 
all its water, has meandered over the area 
for millennia leaving behind pebbles 
carried from the Swartberg. Parts of the 
reserve have been altered by gravel min- 
ing and past herding practices. All these 
different habitats lead to a surprisingly 
diverse vegetation and animal life.

John Whitton, a sensitive, respected architect, 
recently announced his retirement

The sight of a man on a bicycle 
(these days on a scooter) with a roll 
of drawings underarm will be familiar to 
many. John Whitton, the architect, is a 
man with a mission. Either he is riding 
down Church Street to the next site 
meeting, or off to do another measuring 
up job or to monitor progress for one of 
his countless commissions. 

His track record as a top professional 
covers more than fifty years, and there is 
nothing you can teach him about design, 
planning, bricklaying, plumbing, joinery 
and all the other components of build- 
ings. His book, written during his Prince 
Albert days, "Common Sense Guidelines 
for Building in the Karoo," encapsulates 
his hard-earned knowledge and experi- 
ence. 

John commenced his journey as an archi- 
tect first working for a building company 
in the north of England, before studying 
for the profession at the Hull School of 
Architecture during the fifties. There he 
was awarded a scholarship for a term at 
the famous Rome School to which fledg- 
ling architects aspire. On returning he 
did duty for his home country, entered 
the last intake of national service and 
was sent off to Cyprus where his com- 
pany was tasked with measuring "one 
square mile of sovereign state." In the 
early sixties he worked for John Laing & 



Sons, a large construction company in the 
UK. During that time he met and married 
Ann, who has shared his journey as an ar- 
chitect ever since. They left England in 
1968 intending to work in the Cape for one 
year, but stayed and made their home in 
Hout Bay. 

Recognised for his professionalism, John 
rose up the ranks of one of the largest ar- 
chitectural practices in the country, Stauch 
Vorster Architects, where as a partner he 
eventually ended his big practice career. 
But the Karoo called and in 1996 the Whit- 
tons settled permanently in Prince Albert, 
participating actively in town life, even 
taking lessons in Afrikaans. To date he has 
drawn plans for 45 new houses and about 
250 alterations and has over 200 clients on 
his books. His valuable stock of measured 
drawings (Ann always the 'handlanger' 
holding the end of the tape) is a priceless 
record of the architectural heritage of the 
town. Here in Prince Albert John found the 
opportunity to take up sketching and archi- 
tectural life his way. If you seek his monu- 
ment as a talented professional, look 
around you. 

To offset the demands of his life as an ar- 
chitect, John is a committed follower of the 
Formula One Grand Prix. He is passionate 
about vintage cars, his devotion being ex- 
pressed in models with unique names like 
"Austin Healey Frog-eyed Sprite"! 

After giving his heart and soul to practising 
in Prince Albert, John has finally decided 
to explore a new chapter. He is closing 
his practice for new work, and is applying 
his hands-on skills to completing the Whit- 
ton's new house in De Queekvallei Estate. 

The Prince Albert Cultural Foundation 
praises John Whitton the architect for his 
professionalism and the value he has 
always placed on the unique heritage of 
the town. He has unfailingly responded 
with sensitivity and with a restoration 
mindset to the historical context for his 
infill buildings.

Coetzee, now 82 and surely one of South 
Africa's leading authorities on indige- 



nous food, spent two days at the African 
Relish cooking school discussing her work 
of over 40 years, researching and recording 
our cultural and culinary traditions. 

Long before the award for World's Best 
Restaurant celebrated Noma in Denmark 
for revealing the joys of edible wild food, 
Coetzee was travelling around Southern 
Africa learning from the oldest cooks she 
could find, precious hand-written recipes 
passed down over generations, and tramp- 
ing around the veld digging roots, picking 
leaves and berries and grinding grains. 

The stories never stopped about the Khoi- 
Khoin - South Africa's oldest citizens - 
from her new book, Koekemakranka, the 
Zulus, Pedi and Venda (among others) 
from Funa: Food from Africa and the 
52-platter banquet Jan van Riebeeck threw 
after the birth of a child as told in her 
first book, The Southern African Culinary 
Tradition. 

"The Khoi cooked over and under coals, in 
pits in the ground and were the first to use

pots; pots mean mixing ingredients - 
they mean recipes." 

Japhta Petersen was generous with his 
first-hand knowledge and colourful de- 
scriptions of medicinal veld plants, their 
preparation and use, and the ailments 
they are meant to cure. Many of the 
plants he discussed can be seen in the 
medicinal garden behind the Fransie 
Pienaar Museum. 

Over a salad that included spekboom, 
voelent, wild mint and wild garlic, kou- 
goed, soutslaai, and string-of-pearls, 
Coetzee told the class that after her first 
book she became a de facto ambassador 
for indigenous food culture and that SAA 
got used to her stowing her luggage and 
"half a plane load of pumpkins," as she 
travelled around the world lecturing and 
cooking. 

She believes that food is a societal level- 
ler, that no matter one's culture, lan- 
guage, or beliefs, preparing and sharing 
food unites us all.

gebore op 3 Augustus 1947 as die jongste 
van twee kinders.

The Calling by Inger Ash Wolfe* 

A fairly recent addition to the library 
is this suspense-filled novel The 
Calling. The writing is brilliant. The 
characters are finely drawn. And, al- 
though the heart-sinking subject is a reli- 
gious-maniac serial killer, the book is 
unputdownable. The story is made par- 
ticularly riveting by its main protagonist, 
Detective Inspector Hazel Micallef sta- 
tioned in a small rural town in Ontario, 
Canada. 

She is 61 years old, recently divorced, 
heavily dependent on painkillers and the 
whisky she washes them down with, and 
living with her elderly poker-playing 
mother who is determined to make her 
eat healthily. DS Greene works alongside 
Micallef, as do two new additions to her 
team DC James Wingate, a young, tech- 
nologically savvy officer, newly arrived 
from Toronto, and DS Adjutor Sevigny, 
a French-Canadian officer of intimidat- 



ing size who is on loan. Both of them 
have personal secrets they strive to con- 
ceal from Micallef. This diverse group 
pursue, with little experience and few 
resources, a serial killer who is dispatch- 
ing terminally ill individuals, one after 
another, in gruesome fashion. 

With the initial tedium of establishing a 
series out of the way, the next book is 
bound to be even better. And I could hap- 
pily spend several more hours in the 
company of Detective Inspector Hazel 
Micallef. She is startlingly real and rings 
the changes nicely on the more tradi- 
tional middle-aged alcoholic male cop.

Stone mulch makes an attractive 
addition to succulent gardens 

The climate in the Karoo is one of 
extremes with variable tempera- 
tures and unpredictable rainfall. It is a 
testing environment for the gardener, 
particularly with water restrictions fur- 
ther adding to the challenge. Mulch is an 
inexpensive and useful means of dealing 
with this. 



Having a soil surface that is completely 
exposed to the elements has many negative 
effects. Firstly, any moisture that the soil 
may contain is rapidly lost through evapo- 
ration. This means that a heavier watering 
regime is needed and water is wasted need- 
lessly. Also, exposed soil runs the risk of 
being eroded by wind and water. This re- 
sults in nutrient-poor soil and the expense 
of adding fertilizer and compost to sustain 
plant health. In addition to this, the soil 
surface is compacted by the impact of rain, 
making it less able to absorb the water. 

While mulch is good for gardens, it also 
contributes to general conservation prac- 
tices. Mulch is an efficient means to com- 
bat the above problems and aids in con- 
serving water. It comes in many forms in- 
cluding wood chips, pine bark, straw and 
stones. Garden refuse may be put to good 
use too. Rather than disposing of leaves 
and other organic matter, this can be spread 
over flowerbeds and under trees. 

So what does mulch do? Primarily, it forms 
a protective layer over the soil, preventing 



water loss and soil erosion and ensuring 
the maintenance of desirable soil condi- 
tions. Mulch breaks up the impact of 
water droplets and, as it decomposes, 
adds nutrients to the soil. It also aids in 
preventing the growth of weeds. 

Mulch is easy to apply and can simply be 
spread across the soil surface. It can also 
be used in pots and planters. Gravel is 
preferred for succulents as they require 
good drainage and do not like to be 
warm and wet. Ensure that the entire 
surface is covered in a generous layer for 
the best results.

Of figs and fig trees 



Did you know that there are over 
600 varieties of fig trees? And did 
you know that on the Weltevrede Fig 
Farm there are more than 1 000 Adam's 
fig trees growing? What an interesting 
afternoon the 28 members and visitors of 
the Garden Club had for their April meet- 
ing. 



Pieter and Suzelle Koorts have been the 
proud owners of Weltevrede for 23 years, 
and their daughter Liezl and her husband 
work with them. 

Originally, stream water had to be 
'pushed' towards the orchards by means 
of furrows and spades for flood irrigation 
but with new technology, 12 hours of 
irrigation two or three times a week is 
now possible. Starlings eating the fruit 
used to be a big problem, undeterred by 
'birdchasers', high-pitched sound systems 
or gas cannons, until after much prayer, 
the birds have gone elsewhere. Then 
along came the kudu at night! They ate 
the lush green shoots and had a habit of 
rubbing against the trees, breaking 
branches and putting the trees under 
stress. Neither lights nor loud noises 
scared them and a game-proof fence has 
had to be erected at great cost. 

Weltevrede' s figs are grown organically, 
the trees being fed sheep or chicken ma- 
nure. Teams of permanent and seasonal 



workers pick the figs; fresh figs go to 
George for distribution to Woolworths, 
but about 5,000kg are dried annually. 
Groups of women sit and chat and laugh 
while peeling the figs, although the fig 
milk has a corrosive effect on their hands 
and without gloves, their fingerprints vir- 
tually disappear. Much as we look for- 
ward to rain, for the farm it is a catastro- 
phe! With thousands of figs drying on 
racks, there are screams and shouts and 
people running round trying to stack the 
crates and cover them. 

The highlight of the afternoon was defi- 
nitely teatime! We sat under huge shady 
trees with a table laden with silver tea- 
pots, delicate crockery and scrumptious 
fig tarts made by Liezl. She also manages 
the guesthouses and makes fig preserve 
from Cape Brown figs, and kindly do- 
nated ajar for the afternoon's lucky draw, 
won by Jacqui Dixon. We were all reluc- 
tant to leave, especially the children who 
had great fun playing in the water furrow. 
Thank you Suzelle and Liezl and all your 
helpers for a truly wonderful afternoon !

Ian Uys has just published his 21 st 
book, The Lost Resort, an account of 
his ten year battle to establish a private 
nature reserve on his 1 200 ha estate 
called Bushman Valley, a resort nestling 



This venture that he thought began "very 
simply" almost immediately turned sour 
and his dream became a complete night- 
mare. On receiving the latest letter from 
the provincial Department of Environ- 
mental Affairs declaring its "right to revise 
its initial comments" and requesting 
"further information from you based on 
any new or revised information received", 
he decided to record the whole saga for 
posterity in a book, giving a year on year 
report of the difficulties he faced as a small 
developer in obtaining the necessary ap- 
proval from the Western Province Depart- 
ment of Environmental Affairs. 

He accuses the department of ineptitude 
and a "draconian attitude" and argues that 
the government "sabotages" entrepreneur- 
ship rather than promoting it. 

Mr Uys and his wife Barbara feel that they 



have no other option than to face crimi- 
nal prosecution rather than redoing virtu- 
ally everything of the past ten years.

managed. Most teams clear indigenous 
plants but leave invasive alien plants such 
as spiny alien cactus, sisal and mesquite 
untouched because they are difficult to cut 
with a weed-eater. Some contractors and 
District roads engineers skoffel out or even 
poison all vegetation between the road and 
the fence, which leads to the rapid spread 
of annual weeds. Some leave shrubs stand- 
ing but use weed-eaters to mow all other 
plants to a height of 10 cm, whereas others 
mow a 2-meter wide strip next to the road 
shoulder and leave the rest intact. 

Damage caused by road side management 
teams acting in good faith, but without 
specifications or training, means consider- 
able damage to vegetation and spreads 
weeds. It wastes fuel and converts tons of 
biomass to greenhouse gases every day. 

Over the past eight years non-essential and 
expensive roadside management has led to 
the loss of rare plant species. Our attractive 
Karoo vygies and daisies are being re- 
placed by American cactus, Russian tum- 
bleweed Scottish thistles and European 
grasses. Fueling of weed-eaters and trans- 
porting of cut grass to rubbish dumps are 
wasteful and release greenhouse gasses. As 
more needless cutting of plants takes place 
and bare soil is exposed, so more weeds 
will invade roadsides. This means that 
more cutting will be needed to keep road- 
sides neat and maintain visibility in future 
years. Clearly this option is unsustainable 
given the looming fuel and global warming 
crises.

Maintaining our roads and verges 
provides permanent and contract 
employment for thousands of South Afri- 
cans. These workers are managed by 
either the National Roads Agency, the 
nine Provincial Roads departments or by 
one of the 284 District Municipalities. 



Motorists want smooth, stable road sur- 
faces, good visibility and adequate sign- 
age. This means mowing, digging 
ditches and other interventions on road 
verges to improve visibility and to lead 
water off the road surface. Many motor- 
ists would like to see trees and flowers 
along the way to relieve the boredom of 
long journeys. 



On the other hand, conservationists see 
strips of vegetation on road verges as the 
last chance for rare plant species lost to 
ploughing or urban development. To oth- 
ers, natural vegetation may look untidy or 
be considered a fire hazard to adjacent 
crops or plantations. 

When authorities allocate budgets to cre- 
ate jobs, maintain drains, surfaces and 
machinery, their main focus is on road 
integrity and safety. Things like scenery, 
conservation and biodiversity come sec- 
ond and are left to contractors and road 
work teams who don't have the training 
in such matters. 

It is no surprise then, that there is no 
standard guide to how our verges are
